I^rhaps this mi ike 0 little 
sense to you, but it ae.ms like it is the first of ^ o rk f s underhand thing.® to 
preserve the fil£d for hinaelf. There we.e other thirga in France, like the 
publisher who miit by thee have alrendy uc^trsctod Lir* book cabling no ff*r on 
exclusive option (granted) a month boibro ho hsd Ills preru party to announce 
appearance of ^ark^r under his linpribt. There v»aa hardly time for the translation, 
etc., following his request for an option oh mine. I never heard another ^ord.
